The following data are submitted in response to your requeatt 

Without exception, airlines based in Burma, Thailand, Indo China, 
long Kong, Indonesia and Malaya are required to be substantially owned 
and effectively eon trolled either by the Oovernnente or by nationals 
«f these countries. However, foreign equipment and technical skills 
art extensively employed by these lines. International service by 
foreign carriers is permitted, generally under bilateral air agreements 
granting reciprocal rights. 

Listed below are the airlines of the Southeast Asian countries, 
with an indication of the financial interests represented in eaoh 
carrier.
